. Sir John A: Macdonald, the first Premier: of the Dominion, used to say 
that Canada .was a difficult country to govern, 
has become more and more gpparent. with the passing of the years. In Sir 
John’s day the greatest difficulty was found in reconciling the opposing view- 
points of the French and English speaking, Protestant and Roman Catholic 
elements in our population, although he also was confronted with the differ- 
ences existing In the economic requiremefts of Ontario and Quebec as com 
_ pared withthe Maritime -Provinces, The West versus East-problem had 
not become acute prior to Sir John’s passing. 

Much of the bitterness in fegard to racial and-religious-differences which 
divided Canada into two camps in the eighties and nineties has. passed away. 
Occasionally: the dying embers are fanned by extreme partizans bankrupt 
of any solid basis. for opposition to their political opponents, but such tactics 
are frowned upon by the people of Canada generally. 

But while éducation and the cultivation of a spirit of. charitableness has 
largely ‘succeeded in- banishing the old partizanship and bigotry of the past, 
dines‘ of division among the ‘people of Canada are just as sharply drawn as 


ever, only. now the differences ate wholly economic, Whereas formerly they 


were racia} atid religious. While it is regrettable that there should’ be lines 


- of division, they are much to. be preferred to those which once existed andbe- 


“devilled public fife and’ largely nullified every effort toward hatignal develop- 
ment of tle Dominidh. ts 

In this very-strénuous commercial ‘age, koa in a’ world still handicapped |’ 
-by the upheaval of the Great War, Canada finds itself unable to ‘present al 
united front to the world. with a strong and. well defined national policy, “On 
the contrary, thére is a Jack of anything worthy-to be ¢alled a national policy. 
» There is an absencé of deep national sentiment.’ “Instead of the people be- 
ing united as Canadians first, last and all the time, they are divided into three 
main groups—the far east or Maritime Province group, the central or indus- 
trial group of Ontario and: Quebec, and the Western agricultural group. ‘To 
some extent (ere is a fourth, or far west group, British: Columbia. - vents | 
are, however, rapidly shaping-themselyes making” the interests of the’ Prairie 
Provinces and British Columbia common interests. i 

Not man, but nature itself, has set up the obstacles operating ‘fo divide 
Canada into these disijact groups... For half a-century Canada has been 
fighting nature, or geography, in an almost.superhuman and certainly tour- 
ageous.effort to build up a united poople and:nation, on the northern:half of 
this continent. Canadian public men; irrespective of: party, or- race, er re- 
Hgion, afd regardless of the\fiscal or economic. views held by. them, have 
striven to achieve this result. It has. been their lifelong dream, anid the 
ardent desire of the majority of native-born Canadians. 

Canadians have poured oltt money like .water. to develop the ‘Dominion 
east and: west and bind it together and into 
Pacific: = Vet the- desired, yesult has not yet beén achieved. Why? Be- 
cause with a mere handful of people. Canada ‘has to fight geography all along 
the line. 
~ country should proceed. along rigid east and west lines. There is, first, the 
gap between the Maritime Provinces and the centres of Quebee and Ontario, 
it being’ easler’ and. cheapér for the central Provinces to do business to the 
south, for trade, like the flowing water in a river, follows the lines of least 
resistance. ‘Then comes the 1,000-mile: barren stretch: - between North Bay 
and Winnipeg. _Finall?, the Rocky Mountains erect. themselves between. the 
Prairies and the Pacific Coast.
